ish Columbia; and the ship.", steamers 
and people of Port Oainble al.so. It i."! 
even proposed to .supply the markets of 
Seattle and Tacoma with meats from 
the province. One thing is unques- 
tionably true. British Columbia beef 
, .baa no superior in point ofquility. It 
'*■ il'als*(i'cheap — cheaper than an interior 
article in AVashington, Oregon or Cali- 
fornia, Not a little of this fine beef 
has found its way to .San I'Vancisco, 
while the steamers between that city 
and Victoria are all supplied with it. 
;Why is this? The only explanation 
that we have is that our own Territory 
■'haB been drained of its beat beef to 
supply the St. Louis, Chicago and New 
■ • York maikets, which, by reason of 
greater distance and customs charges 
; .t'were not open to British Corumbia. 
J -/There Lave hardly been left in thoTer-. 
■ ' ritory cattle enough to supply the horae^ 
waVta, and p^^ gpno 'up. It 

c'ertamly cbst.^ more to raise domestic 
aniinols in British Columbia than it 
'" ■'dbfes In Washington Terrritory. It is 
' colder there and cattle need more feed- 
ing. Wages are generally higher. 
There iia. also more transportation re- 
quired to reach market, and, after all 
,thj8. ]3et'oro their meat can bo placed 
.-'*:iii-oat-niarkets it has to pay profits to

THE THRASHER CASE IN THE8U- 
PREME_COURT. 

Case Dismissed on App.eal^vrith, Oosts

Scwoll i-.f. Tlio B. C. Towing Oo. and 
the Moodyville Sawmill Co. 

This important appeal ease *jbi^\ 
apranj; from the wreck of the Ameridan 
shlpThra.sbef ona'sunken rock oil" Oab- 
riola reef in the month of ,)uly, 1880, 
came up to-day for judgniont in tbo Su- 
preme Court.. 

Mr. Justice Gray read hi.i judsmont 
first, and in the absencp. of fcjir .M. B.. 
Begbie hia lordship's judgment was read 
by Mr. .Tustice Crease. 

Mr. Justice fir.iyg.ivo anclabonile and 
comprehenaive roviuw of ibe evidence ta- 
ken in the case and the autboriticj cited 
by tiie. Chief Justice ill bis 'charge and 
nilinga, and held that the captain of the 
TliraHher, wheii_^he placed his vessel in 
charge of the tugs rolinqursliefl "all re- 
apon.sibility and control over the course 
of tlie Hhi|).. lie held, further, that the 
msister.s of the tii.c's, lulled inln ciu'elcHS- 
ncs3 by their local kr.owlnl,j[e iind experi- 
ence, had not atloiidcd closely to their 
duties and hence drew tlio .sliip into dan- 
ger' lind ultiniale ^di-sastor; that the 
capt.ain of theSillJ^slier ill ^turning in" 
before the .accitteiit ^Va»- not guilty of 
contiibiitory negligence; that llie rock on 
nliicb' liic Thiasher .-trnclc, whether 
known ov not, was clearly witlihi the 
known limits of danger, and out •f the 
lino or course •f the m.igiiptic ea.st frost 
Entrance Island, which the defendants 
themselves had chosen -beiuLj at Icist a 
mile out of their selected course' 11c 
further held that due ddigeiice and skill 
were not exorcised by tbo defendants in 
failing to observe the set of the current, 
in not keeping a lookout for kelp and al- 
lowing the .ship lo drift (ui( of her course, 
in not setting men to look out for signals 
froni the ship. The evidence showed 
that previous to m.aking the contract v.ith 
Mr. Saunders, agent for llie Towing Co. , 
the captain of the Thr.ishcr informed him 
that ho was a stn-uigor in these ..w.iters 
and liad a valuable ship'; jhaHhS'.Toiving 
Company .agreed to tow ""ihe' slilir Yrom 
Victoria" to Nanaimo and fioin 
Nanaimo lo Ca))e Flattery for ibo 
Buiii of ?t;03. In this lontractj tlic, points 
of deparlnro .md destination are hotli 
specified; tlio agent sends the Beaviu' and 
she not being of. sufficient power snpi)le- 
ments her with the Etta White. The 
captains of botli steam'ers ' hold pib^t's 
licenses although not acting as such; the 
night was fine and the course clearly de- 
fined, well lighted and well known. The 
position of the vessels at the time of the 
di.saster was then described. The infer- 
ence that the tow a.ssnmed no responsi 
bilily for the course is nejiatived hy tiie 
special facts, while Ibe assuinplion of 
that responsibility by the tugs is coticIu- 
sivelj' shown by the .^ame facts. They 
knew the ro.id so well that for the .>'000 
they .assumed it and most strikingly is 
the a.ssumption of that responsibility on 
the present occasion confirmed by Ibe 
fact that the defendants themselves put 
in evidence one of the printed forms oT 
contract they ordinarily use— in which it 
was set forth in expaess words that the 
tugboat and owners are not to be hold re- 
sponsible for the piloting of the said ves- 
sel while in tow of the said tugboat. Yet 
on the present occasion they did not use 
tbo form, or as tho jury have found, in- 
clude it in their stipulation. Ii; conclusion, 
the learned learned judge said the case 
must bo governed by the contract and 
that the acts of the defendants, and their 
servants who did not carry out the con- 
tract with "proper skill and diligence," 
were guilty of gross negligence, 
and that the disaster {\t could not be 
called an accideht^^was'^ entirely attribu- 
table to that negligerice. Tho jud^mtnf 
should bo for the defendants, the Moody- 
ville Sawmill Co., because they were not 
parties to the contract, but without costs, 
because of the culpability of their ser- 
vant; and against the otherdefendauts. 
.ludgment wius given for $80,000 against 
tho Towing Co, with costs, . . 

Mr. Justico Crease rapidly reviewed 
tho entire case, and agreed with the Chief 
■lustice upon nearly every point, main- 
taining that the accident was one of con- 
tributory negligence and adding that had 
tho ship through her bad steering and the 
orders of tho captain to his men to follow 
tho Etta White which wiis inshore, 
drawn the tugs on shore, the ship would 
have been liable for d-auLigos. In con- 
clusion his Lordship said: Looking at all 
the law and evidence of the case 1 am of 
opinion that in this CcOiq the contract was 
one of towagei tbat tHe/prineiplo appli^'si 
to it that tho tugs 'wore the servants of 
the tow; hired by the tjw, di.schargcd by 
tho tow. That while it was the duty of 
the tugs to find snfiicient towing power, 
men, materials and skill for carrying out 
the towage contract efTectivcly, and they 
were under obligation to use due dili- 
gence and care in so doing and to avoid, 
all known dangers (of which the Thrasher 
Rock was not one) they were not responsi- 
ble for the n.avigation of the low or of the 
course generally. That it was the tow 
(the Thrasher) and it did actually com- 
menco, to pilot the vessel and attend to 
tho navigation generally, and tho tow was 
responsible for the ,coursp« r rThat as a 
general rule there cannot ' beitwio domi- 
nant authorities over ' tho coiirso in the 
same towage except where aoparated by 
•mergenpy danger inevitable or the like 
I think there was a certain amount of 
negligence in the tug.s in not asking a 
course before starting and in not looking 
more (although not ro.<!nonsible therefore) 
to see whether they were gen- 
er.ally keeping tho cour.sc. lint that 
such negligoneo^ though blaniealde 
was not iho cxllpa Icila .of Campbell.. In 
casoLof accident to iHeftijiblv^^ t}iiBi|nighl. 
however, hava 'told agiainst them. T con- 
sider the course they did comi.ience and 
which was adopted by the low (eas'.-(|uar- 
ter-nortli) was a reasonable and proper 
one for steamers of ample power, and on 
a clear, calm night, if kept within vigil-! 
ance. I am of opinion, also, that the 1 
master of a tow never ceases to be more ! 
or less responsible (pilot or no pilot) s() | 
long as he .is .afloat in the .ship under his 
command. Tliat when he declines to lak« 
a pilot in pilotage waters, especially in a ' 
str.ange coast he takes the risk of pilotage I 
on himself. That it would bo fraught | 
with constant danger to ship owners lo j 
recognize a divided authority in towage j 
beyond the necessaiy reciprocal duties of | 



the tug and tow to each other to avoid 
collisions and tho like. That if tugs .are 
lo become responsiblu beyond tho mere 
towago contract and ship reeipi-ocal obli- 
gations, it ahould be so declared in statute 
and the m.istei-s obliged to he registered, 
to become and act as pilots, and carry suf- 
fieiont officera and men for snch addition- 
id service, and the fact be proclaimed to 
the world. That in this case tho tow by 
tho steering order to follow the Etta 
White, which was in shore, and to neglect 
the Beaver on her port bow, did actively 
contribute to sotting tho whole towing 
mass tow.ards the shore and, as part of the 
taima causa'.m to the Hubaequeufc disaster.' 
And that by neglecting to take a pilot or 
to give the course and .<?co it kept, and by 
lack of vigilance in watching currents and 
tides, and guarding against -deflections 
from the course, the tow . was . guilty of 
i;i(Zjia'/(i'f' equiv.alent to dolvs culpable 
contributory negligence which would have 
'pfovcnted the owners from recovering 
oven^if tuga had been otherwise legally 



substantially 

correct and must bo afllrmod, and T give 
judgment accordingly. 

Tho judgment of ' the Chief Justice is 
brief and pointed, • Hia lordship reyiewa 
tho position ass'uriied ■ by him upoii the 
trial of this now celebrated case and holds 
that the improper orders of ^tho captain 
of tho Thrasher not communicated to tho 
tugs, at once forced tho tuga aside from 
tlioir proper course and into the scene of 
ahipwrock, and lulled them into, a false 
security by intimating in tho coinbionly- 
recognized way that Capt. Bosworth 
thought they wore giving the reef an un- 
necessarily wide berth. It was the tow 
alone that has to direct the course; th 
if the directing mind on board, the tow, 
(whether pilot or captain), choo.se^o ab- 
Btain from giving orders, and acquiesces 
without contradiction in the course taken 
by thfi tug the tow is alone responsible. 
Every reported case to which the Court 
had .access was quite inconsistent with 
any other . conclusion. The captain of j 
the Boaver bad not contracted to act as 
pilot and Capt. Bosworth had declined lo | 
take a pilot before leaving Nanaimo. 
There was no gross nogligonco on the 
part of the tugsj and,bad steering ^on tho 
part of the tow was the-'causd raitasaua of 
tho whole calamity and tho judgment 
must st.and.

Hull. .Mr. Walkom mnvod the .st>coml 
ii'adiiig of lliis bill. Ho romarked that 
:i lecenl jiidgmenl in liio "Thrasher 
caati" reiulrred this bill iirre.ssary. The 
[iro-y iiiri' .suiiiinrts this coiu't and .should 
have T'lutrol of it. 'Tiie argiiinoiits in the 
Thrasher ease were then reviewed. Judg- 
ments in that ease made the Supreme 
Court a misnomer. There was much more 
•inoliided in a court than tho appointment 
of tho judges, and tho difl'eront branches 
iif il were enmneralcd. 'I'lu' judges liad 
decided thai lliecouii ikh cMlablishod )>>• 
Imiif-rial authority. This di.-ci.'uon he had 
entloavored to contest by .showing that the 
court was Provincial ami not Imperial. 
Hi.s arynments in llii.s respect were then 
aumuiarized and the difl'erent changes thr.t 
had occurred in llio province .since 1858 
M'ei-e eiiuiucriited. 'I'his province at cnii- 
fedf ml ion enjoyed all llic iirivilo;>e.s aiid 
iinmuninlie.s of any ot the other provin- 
ces or Australian colonies, astheiludi- 
cial Act of came into force just one 
day before confederation. Many of the 
eminent jurists that ditlerod from the 
judges wore then named and with tlie 
greatest respect ho as Attorney-general 
was obliged to diU'er from tho judges in 
this province. It had been decided that 
this court was a Dominion court and the 
Attorney-generalcpnldnotinterfero in the 
management of that court. Although the 
buildings were provincial and allhough 
all expeiisef; were paid connected with 
the adinini.slralion of justice still it had 
been decided that the pi'ovinco has no 
control over that court. .Miuost every act 
that had been passed for tho last 11 oV 12 
years has referred to or has been connect- 
ed with tho manngemenfc of that court. 
Reasiins were adduced to .show that noth- 
ing could have been done in tho adminis- 
tration of justice unless the legiglalurc- 
had organized and paid fJiit lar[;e sums rif 
money for many years past for that j)ur- 
poHo. This province stood on the very 
same footing as tho older Eastern pro- 
vinces, for tho Imperial governinonl bad 
!^iven it full ofiutrol ovi r all those judica- 
ture matters. Prior to confederation the 
province had iho importtrnt power of ap- 
pointing its own judges. By those deci- 
sions the legislature could not control 
(hat court although it paid all the expen.s- 
es of it. Tho difl'erent acts that had been 
tleclared by the judgun to be unconstitu- 
tiional were then referred to in order to 
show the difHcuUy that existed in judica- 
ture matters. Several technical points 
connected with tlie ([nosiinn weio explain- 
ed at some length, and exauiploa given of 
procedure under tlie fdd and the new 
.systems. The great dividing lines bc- 
i.iveeu justice and cquiiy had been swc|)t 
away by the passage of icceiu judicattire 
acts. He qon.sidored that it was a com- 
pliment to himself that Iiia rules of com I 
uf 1880 had been adopted the judges. 
It would ho bettor to con.stitulc a'cnui l 
i>ver which the legislatuio would have 
full control as all llie ofliccri except the 
judges had to bo paid out of the provin- 
cial treasury. In fact Ihc province since 
confederarion had been paying for a I'o- 
ininion supreme court, 'i'he jmlicaturo act 
of Manitoba was referred to in proof lhat 
tho oUllaws of B. C. gave tho province 
full control of the courts. Tlii'jiri.visionsDr 
tho bill were then explained. iL would 
bo noticed that the bill did not 
pcovido buildings becaiwe those al . 
ready existing were the property of the 
province and Canada ciinlil noi use ihoin 
without the consent of the legialature. 
No ono would think for a inonient that the 
judges should bo turned out of those 
buildings. Section 8 w.as referred to as be- 
ing particularly important. Before; deal- 
ing with this section, however, aj large 
number of acts, over 80 iii' num- 
ber, were spoken of, and Mr. Justice 
( i ray's decision that all these acts wevt; 
unconstitutional was questioned. lie 
rnntended tliat these judgment.s 
were not final, and yet they could not be 
appealed from. Tho result will be when 
Ino act goes forward the fiueslidn will 
oonie up as to who is right and who i.s 
wrong. That question will fhen be de- 
cided by the Supremo Court in Canada 
or the privy council of the Imperial gov • 
ejcnnient. It placed tho whole matter at 
issue between tho governor-general of 
Canada and the judges of this province. 
Il provided for the appointment of the 
same judges with the same powers as 
■ Ihey now held. 'As a inoinber of tho gov- 
ernment ho cijjisidered thai it would bo a 
moat humiliating thing for tho .Home 
to remain any longer in - "Huolj.a'-'difficully 
as the.ie judgments had pl.ncad ii in. 
(Rear, hear.) There was nothing in I lie 
bill but what could bo ea.sily iinaerstood 
by every member of the house, He had 
niade it -as simple as p'ORaiblc and had 
brought it in as soon as his uuni«iro'i.s 
duties uf late \m.u1(1 admit of. The three 
last judges a|ipoii,icd, iiainqly,Mr. Jiislioe 
(iray, iMi. .Insilce .McCieigliL and the 
late Mr. Ju.uice Hi.l.ei tsou, had been ap- 
pointed under acts lhat hnd been.paaswl 
by this legislature. He thought that. the. 



bill was such a cue ' as the judges could 
a:copt if not disallowed by the Don)|n- 
ion governmunt. He wpidd-uow move its 
second readings ii \ , i § i • ^» ^ 

IMiV Aslf* regretted' ' that stich' an-jni- 
portant matter should como up so late in 
the session. All the difficulties which 
had culminated in the necessity for this 
act were known to tho government at the 
beginning of the session. He presumed 
that the bill would pass through all its 
stages inside of 24: hours. ' iTegret was 
expressed that such'a' bill was necessary 
at all. Some such bill bught to have 
been brought up in 1872 when every mom- 
beuof the governmeut wa-s a lawyer, and 
then the judges could liave taken their 
places under it and no trouble whatever 
would have been osperienccd. Ho re- 
ferred to a difficulty that occurred in tho 
summer of 1872 between the government 
of that day and the judges. A measure 
was then passed within a few hours that 
very much disgusted the judges. There 
never had been a session from that time 
to this without some conflict having oc- 
curred betvyeen the Uouso and the judges. 
The absurdities of the position in which 
the legislature is now placed were point- 
etl out very forcibly. He did not sup- 
pose that the judges of Ontario would 
take such a position as the judges of this 
province. Reference was made to tho 
great additional expense that the pro- 
vince had incurred by the double trial in 
the case of tho HoLean brothers, having 
prevented a portion:, .cither- provincial 
debt being paid off.'"^ Ho'saW- but little in 
tho bill to complain of; but stillhethought 
il was a gun charged with powder only 
and without shot. (Hear, hear, and 
laughter). Something more should bo 
put into it in committee, as without 
.amendment it might never come into 
operation. This tlifficulty shpiild^be ob- 
viated by naming a time when the Act 
shall conie into force. The impediments 
in the way of dealing with the judges 
were then pointed out at some length. 
Some reasonable lime should be given for 
arrangements to be made; but the time 
when it should tako efl'ect should be de- 
fined in tho bill. (Hear, hear). 

Motion carried and tho bill committed

Mr. Vertioii regretted there w.ta no 
lawyer in the House besides the .-Vtlovnoy- 
riener.al, as ho was quito satisfied tho 
House was being misled by that hon.

He wished to 
lo record his protest also against the pre- 
sent bill which ho cotjsidered ought to 
be and would be disallowed. He favored
